Wildfires in Western 
U.S. Continue to Burn 


Fueled by arid weather, scorching temperatures 
and gusting winds, more than 100 large wildfires 
are currently ripping through the western United 
States, threatening residents and properties from 
Arizona to Washington, as well as parts of Alber- 
ta, Canada. The largest of the blazes, Northern 
California’s Park Fire, which began on July 24, 
is at press time the sixth-largest 
wildfire in the state’s history, cov- 
ering almost 370,000 acres and 
triggering evacuation orders for 
more than 8,000 people. 

Dr. Daniel Swain, a climate 
scientist at UCLA, said on his 
live YouTube series, Office 
Hours, that a prolonged heat 
wave means the fire “would 
likely be burning for weeks, if 
not months,” adding that there 
was “almost no possibility” the 
blaze, which expands by as many 
as 5,000 acres per hour, would be contained any 
time in the near future.

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When Prince Harry 
returned to the U.K. in May 
to celebrate the 10th anni- 
versary of one of his proud- 
est achievements, the 
Invictus Games, his father, 
King Charles, was notably 
absent from the ceremony 
at St. Paul’s Cathedral. Just 
a few miles away, Charles 
was hosting a garden party 
at Buckingham Palace. Not 
only did the King, 75, skip 
the ceremony, but he also 
didn't see his youngest son 
during hisvisit. Initially, 
Harry s spokesperson cited 
the King’s “full” schedule as 
the reason for their missed 
meeting, but sources close 
to Harry, 39, suggest a 
deeper issue. Harry wanted 
to discuss his ongoing 
battle for security, which 
he has been fighting for in 
court for more than four 
years and believes Charles 
has the power to reinstate. 
(Buckingham Palace 
will not comment on 
security provisions, but 
a palace source says the 
notion that Harry's security 
is in Charles's hands is

Now the fight is boiling over. In the ITV docu- 
mentary Tabloids on Trial, which aired July 25, 
Harry voiced his fears that negative press could 
provoke a violent attack on Meghan, 42, saying, 
"All it takes is one lone actor.” He cited these 
"genuine concerns" as his reason for not bringing 
Meghan and their kids Prince Archie, 5, and Prin- 
cess Lilibet, 3, backto the U.K. Harry has also tak- 
en the battle to the courts, where he lost his bid 
to restore his taxpayer-funded security earlier 
this year. (He has plans to appeal.) Exactly what 
is stopping Harry from securing the protection 
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Sitting Down With Oprah Winfrey United for Queen Harry's Memoir 
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he seeks is a matter of bitter contention: Con- 
stitutionally, the monarch has no governmental 
power in the U.K., and the power to bestow police 
protection lies with the Executive Committee 
forthe Protection of Royalty and Public Figures 
(RAVEO), which operates on behalf of the U.K. 
government. But Harry, whose offer to personal- 
ly cover the cost of police protection 
was also rejected in court, feels that 
as King, Charles could intervene to 
ensure such protection is extended. 

The issue has created an impen- 
etrable wall between Harry and 
Charles. The conversation has now 
shifted from frustration to “com- 
plete silence" from the King, claims 
the friend. 

Sources close to the couple, who 
have set up a new life in Montecito, 
Calif., say the palace is mindful of 
what happened when Princess Diana 
left royal life—and instantly eclipsed 
the institution. *Charles's fear is a 
repeat of the past," the insider says. 
^When his wife divorced the institution, she 
took the headlines, overshadowed his work and 
became a global superstar. Seeing his son leave 
with his wife was not part of the plan." 

Safety has always been a cornerstone of why 
Meghan and Harry say they decided to leave.

“didn’t feel they had a choice,” says the friend. 
“The only option was to leave—for their sanity. I 
do think they thought if they got out of this bub- 
ble, there would be less focus on them." 

Atthe Sandringham Summit in January 2020, 
which decided their fate as nonworking royals, 
Harry emerged from the meeting—attended by 
Charles, Prince William, Queen Eliz- 
abeth and palace staff—confident 
that their security would remain 
intact during their transition. Court 
documents also reveal that Harry's 
grandmother, who died on Sept. 8, 
2022, at age 96, deemed it “imper- 
ative" for the Duke and Duchess of 
Sussex to have "effective security" 
after their departure. Despite this, 
Harry was informed just weeks lat- 
er that their police protection had 
been withdrawn. "The Queen made 
it clear that effective security was 
necessary due to the threats against 
them, but somewhere along the line 
there was interference," the royal 
insider alleges. The security downgrade was 
ultimately enacted by RAVEC. Its membership 
includes the Home Office (the U.K. version of 
Homeland Security), the Metropolitan Police 
and the Royal Household. Although the King has 
no direct involvement with RAVEC, his staff sits 
on the committee. A government spokesperson 
says they provide *rigorous and proportionate" 
security and do not disclose details “as doing so

viduals’ security.” 

Harry, whose team notes that the Sussexes’ 
annual threat assessment has not been updated 
by the government since 2019, perceives the road- 
block to be his father, even as the palace disputes 
this. RAVEC’s decision could have international 
implications as well. Ifthe U.K. acknowledges the 
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threat to them, other coun- 
tries are likely to follow suit in 
how they’re protected. 

Faced with covering their 
own security expenses—and 
with other financial support 
from Charles cut off—Harry 
and Meghan quickly struck 
deals to generate income when 
they came to the U.S. in 2020, 
including Harry’s lucrative 
book deal for his 2023 memoir 
Spare and the couple’s 2022 
docuseries for Netflix, Harry 
& Meghan. A key factor in their 
decision to move to California 
was the ability to have armed 
private security in the U.S., say 
sources in their circle, pointing to 
daily social media threats, potential home intru- 
sions and alarming incidents such as a chaotic 
paparazzi chase in New York City in May 2023. 
“The U.K. government acknowledges numerous 
threats against them, but we are not privy to spe- 
cific details due to lack of cooperation,” says Joe 
Funk, senior vice president of Torchstone Glob- 
al Security, which oversees the couple’s private 
protection in the U.S. Harry, who remains fifth in 
lineto the throne, is also worried about the pub- 
lic's safety when he is out, as well as the risk to 
his staff. ^The staffis concerned when they trav- 
el with them," says a former employee of their 
Archewell Foundation. The fact that Harry and 
Meghan stepped away from royal duty should 
not be a factor in their protection level, says the 
source close to the situation: ^*Working royal’ or 
not, this is the King's son." 

Neil Basu, a former head of counterterror- 
ism for the Metropolitan Police, has spoken out 
aboutthe fact that Meghan faced serious threats 
while in the U.K., noting that both Harry and 
Meghan had among the highest threat assess- 
ments within the royal family. (In recent years 
various people have been arrested and impris- 
oned for making threats against the couple.) 
“Harry’s military service, his global recognition 
and his marriage to a mixed-race woman all con- 
tribute to his high threat level," Basu says. 

For Harry, the echoes of the 1997 death of his 
mother, Diana, in a high-speed car chase weigh 
heavily, particularly now that he is a parent. 
“Harry has been reluctant to show his children 
publicly, not out of a desire to hide them but to 
protect their privacy and safety from potential 
threats," says the friend. *He wants them to 
lead as normal a life as possible without the fear

of kidnapping or harm.” For her part, Meghan 
“supports Harry 100 percent, but she wishes he 
could let go of these lawsuits, be happy and live in 
the moment,” says the former Archewell staffer. 
“She wants him to be free of all of this, but she 
also knows that because of everything he’s been 
through and his love for [her and their children], 
he can’t. She wants him to live in a world where 
he is not burdened by this.” 

With both sides firmly entrenched—and 
Harry’s brother Prince William, 42, seemingly 
aligned with his father—any hope for reconcil- 
iation appears distant at best.

palace suggest that Harry’s memoir and public 
interviews have compromised the family’s trust 
in him; others close to Harry counter that if he 
had proper security, he wouldn’t need to speak 
publicly in order to help pay for it.

He did, opting for a quieter life and quirkier 
roles—and now he’s grateful to be a part of projects 
he loves, like the Oscar-winning film Oppenheimer 
and a recurring role on the FX series The Bear. 
When not working, Hartnett lives decidedly 
removed from the Los Angeles scene, in the 
English countryside with his wife, British actress 
Tamsin Egerton, 35, whom he married in 2021. 
Together they have four children, the oldest of 
whom turns 9 this year. “Our kids are getting old- 
er,” says Hartnett, “and all that stuffis terrifying.” 
The same can be said for his latest role in Trap, a 
thriller from director M. Night Shyamalan. In the 
film he plays Cooper, a suburban dad accompa- 
nying his daughter to a Taylor Swift-like concert.

JEFFREY FERGUSON MADE A GUN- 
HAND GESTURE AND POINTED 

TO HIS WIFE AT A RESTAURANT. 
WITHIN HOURS SHERYL WAS 
DEAD IN THE LIVING ROOM

As families go, the Fergusons of Anaheim Hills, 
Calif., seemed closer than most. Jeffrey Ferguson, 
an Orange County superior court judge, and his 
wife, Sheryl, a homemaker, doted on their adult 
son Phillip, a student at Southern Methodist 
University in Dallas, where his parents bought 
him a home and planned to retire so that they 
could spend more time with him in the future. 
Family friend Early Hawkins ran into the trio 
at a bar association social event last summer.

“I gave Sheryl a hug,” Hawkins recalls, and he 
teased Phillip aboutthe photos of gourmet meals 
hehad cooked that Sheryl proudly posted on Face- 
book. “They seemed like a happy family,” says 
Hawkins. “They seemed fine—very fine." 

But all was not well. On Aug. 3, 2023, Anaheim 
policearrivingatthe Ferguson residence after Phil- 
lip, 23, called 911 found Sheryl, 65, lying face up and 
bleeding from a gunshot wound to the torso; she 
was pronounced dead at the home. A Glock.40 cal- 
iberhandgun and an overturned leather chair with 
a bullet hole and traces of blood were beside her. 
According to authorities, Phillip told police that he 
and his parents were at a nearby Mexican restau- 
rant—where Jeffrey's attorney acknowledges he 
enjoyed some drinks—and they got into a heated 
argument over finances, and Jeffrey, 73, pointed 
his finger at his wife in a manner imitating a gun.

on the livingroom TV, the couple rekindled their ar- 
gument, prosecutors claim. According to court tes- 
timony, Sheryl said to her husband, “Why don’t you 
point a real gun at me?” and Jeffrey pulled a gun out 
of an ankle holster he was wearing and fatally shot 
his wife.Soon after, the judge allegedly told his son 
to call 911 and sent a text message to his court clerk 
and abailiff: “I just lost it. I just shot my wife. I won’t 
be in tomorrow. I will be in custody. I’m so sorry.” 
Jeffrey was charged with one felony count of 
murder on Aug. 11. He pleaded not guilty and, 
through his lawyer, maintains the shooting was 
unintentional. “It’s not a murder,” says defense 
attorney Ed Welbourn. “It’s a terrible accident 
that resulted in the death of the love of his life.” 


Police say Phillip Ferguson (with Sheryl in 2019, left, and Jeffrey 
in 2021, right) told them he saw his dad pointing a handgun, 
which Jeffrey habitually carried in a holster, at his mom—and 

thena flash. But Jeffrey’s defense says Phillip recalled only 
seeing the flash, nothing before. He then pinned his father to 
get the firearm before performing CPR on his mom, later telling 
authorities he thought Jeffrey fired “by accident." 


With a common background in criminal justice, Jef- 


frey, a prosecutorwho specialized in narcotics cases 
before he was elected to a judgeship in 2014, and 
Sheryl, who once worked with the Santa Barbara 
and Orange County probation departments, shared 
many interests. Both were active in local Republican 
politics and kept a large collection of legally owned 
firearms. “He and his wife both smiled a lot,” says 
the couple’s friend Linda Whitaker, who saw them 
at Flag Day events and Lincoln Club dinners. ^They 
made you feel like you were in their home.” 

There were no smiles, however, on the night

the family dined at an El Cholo restaurant last 
summer and began to bicker about money. Sheryl 
stormed out ofthe eatery after her husband made 
the gun gesture, according to prosecutors, and back 
athome Jeffrey—who had carried a gun since re- 
ceiving death threats as a prosecutor more than 
a decade ago—allegedly pulled a weapon from its 
holster. But his lawyer says Jeffrey never intended 
to discharge the weapon—a “tragedy,” he says. 

As Jeffrey, whois free ona $1 million bond, awaits 
trial, those who know the Fergusons are mourning 
Sheryl and praying for strength for her grieving 
son Phillip. “My only hope is for healing,” says one 
friend, Jacqueline Goodman. "There never was a

The cast of Sing Sing, made up largely of formerly 
incarcerated men, aren't just telling a remarkable 
true story—they're reliving their own. With the 
exception of Oscar nominees Colman Domingo 
and Paul Raci, the heart-wrenching drama features 
alumni of Rehabilitation Through the Arts (RTA), a 
thriving organization of theater and other arts pro- 
gram operating in maximum- and medium-securi- 
ty prisons throughout New York State. “I commend 
my fellow brothers for coming in and crafting a role 
that’s aversion of not only yourself, but other people 
you've witnessed [behind bars],” says actor-produc- 
er Domingo, 54, who stars as the charismatic John 
“Divine G” Whitfield, one of the movie’s creative 
consultants and a former RTA participant. 
Clarence “Divine Eye” Maclin, another con- 
sultant, served more than 17 years at Sing Sing 
Correctional Facility in Ossining, NY., and plays 
himself in the film. He first stumbled upon an

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RTA production and signed up because some of 
its volunteers were women, he admits witha grin. 
“T met so many beautiful people, and I’m continu- 
ing to meet beautiful people every day,” says the 
actor, 58, who also does youth advocacy work. “It’s 
just introduced me to a whole new world.” 
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That's especially true now that Sing Sing— 
which debuted to rave reviews at the Toronto 
Film Festival last September—is bringing aware- 
ness to the RTA program and others like it. “I want 
people to recognize the human potential behind 
the walls that could come out into the world and 
lift our communities up,” says Greg Kwedar, who, 
with cowriter Clint Bentley, began working on the 
film eight years ago, when producing a documen- 
tary short in Kansas took him inside a prison for 
the first time. “There was a young man raising a 
rescue dog inside of his cell. It stopped me in my 
tracks because it completely upended all of my 
expectations,” Kwedar, 39, recalls. 

The “healing happening in both directions” 
inspired the director to research prison rehabili- 
tation programs, leading him to other RTA alumni 
like criminal-legal-reform activist Jon-Adrian “JJ” 
Velazquez, a formerly incarcerated Sing Sing resi- 
dent who plays himself in the movie (and whose

wrongful imprisonment of almost 24 years until 
2021 garnered support from the likes of Martin 
Sheen and Alfre Woodard, and, after he was released, 
a sit-down with and apology from President Joe 
Biden). “Previous films about incarceration, we 
believe, are exploitative. This one,” says Velazquez, 
48, ajustice policy consultant, “is entirely different.” 
Sean “Dino” Johnson, 59, a founder and current 
board member of RTAalso playing himself onscreen, 
agrees. “It’s about human beings,” he says. “A lot of 
people think, when youre talking about something 
dealing with incarceration, ‘Oh, that doesn’t apply to 
me: But [Sing Sing] is bigger than that.” 

“Everybody needs to see it,” says Sound of Metal 
star Raci, 76, who in the film plays compassionate 
real-life RTA theater teacher Brent Buell. “There 
is hope and goodwillin every person, and we need 
to see the value of that instead of devaluing them.” 
Adds Domingo: “By dismantling the unconscious 
biases that we come in with, we’re all doing the 
work of RTA together, and healing.” 

With awards buzz building around Sing Sing, 
Domingo, fresh off last year’s Oscar run for his 
performance in Rustin, is grateful for the atten- 
tion the film is receiving. “The more we amplify 
these stories, hopefully this can make a change, ” 
he says. Meanwhile, Maclin is having none of his 
costar’s diplomacy: “I know my brother is kind of 
modest, and he wants it to be played down. We 
want all the awards! We want everything!” @ 


How the Program 
Changes Lives 
Founded at Sing Sing Correctional Facility 
in 1996, RTA “started with a group of men 
that just wanted to have a voice,” recalls 
Johnson. At six New York State prisons, 
RTA unites inmates with theater workshop 
teachers, modeling for both communities 
“an approach to the justice system based 
on human dignity rather than punishment,” 
per its mission statement. According to 
RTA, fewer than 3 percent of its members 
return to prison within three years, 
compared with 60 percent nationally. 
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Speakingby Zoo ais retreat on Lake Ontar- 
io’s Thousand Islan ressedin costume as The 
Blues Brothers’ E d J. Blues, no less—Dan 
Aykroyd has two parting words: “Stay cool.” But 
it’s the writer-performer who has done as much in 
his72 years; delighting audiences with his roles in 
iconic TV shows and movies from Saturday Night 
Live and My Girlto Ghostbusters and Driving Miss 
Daisy.

After hearing a strange noise, his dad checked on 
him. “He found Mason unconscious, no heart- 
beat, with a belt around his neck,” Bogard says. 
Looking at his phone later, they learned Mason 
had filmed himself trying a “choking challenge” 
that he’d seen on YouTube. “But there was no 
search for the phrase in his history,” says Bogard. 
“An algorithm fed it to him unsolicited.” He died 
three days later. 

Bogard is one of a growing number of parents 
who say social media is to blame for harming their 
kids, physically and mentally. “It can happen to 
any child,” Bogard says. “Trying to navigate your 
children’s online world has become impossible. I 
did everything in my power, and it wasn’t enough.” 
Arecent poll found that 50 percent of parents say 
their children’s mental health has suffered as a 
result of social media, and in June the U.S. Sur- 
geon General called for warning labels on social 
media platforms, saying they’re an “important 
contributor” to the youth mental health crisis. 
“Parents are seeing the differences in their chil- 
dren, and they want to fix it,” Bogard says. 

Parents need “a fair fight in raising our kids safe- 
ly,” says Bogard, who successfully lobbied her state 
for an Internet safety bill, Mason’s Education Act, 
that passed this year. And, she says, she supports 
a push by billionaire Frank McCourt to reinvent 
the Internet with more privacy protections—and 
to buy TikTok (see sidebar). “It would be a new

Frank H. McCourt Jr., former 
owner of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers anda father of seven, 
made his fortune in real estate 
development, and now he wants 
to overhaul the Internet. He’s 
invested $500 million into his 
nonprofit Project Liberty, which 
has created a social network 
framework designed to protect 
users’ privacy. And after Congress 
passed bill in April requiring 
U.S. TikTok to shut down or sell, 
the group is sponsoring a bid to 
buy it. McCourt, 70, explains his 
vision for a new Net, laid out in a 
recent book, Our Biggest Fight. 


What do you feel is wrong 
with the current Internet? 
It's predatory. Imagine if | was 
the head of the postal service 
and said, “I’m going to deliver 
your mail for free... but I’m 
going to put listening devices 
in your home, and I’m going to 
open your mail and read it. I'm 
going to read your 13-year-old 
daughter's diary. I’m going to 
learn about her and send her 
stuff to buy and to prey on her 
vulnerability. Your 
innermost thoughts 
are mine. In other 
words, | own you." This 
is what's in our homes. 
How is Project 
Liberty's plan 
different? 
Your data is your 
personhood. It's your

thoughts, your ideas, your 
emotions. And it’s massively 
valuable. Each of us should 
control our own data. Imagine 
an Internet where big platforms 
have to click on our terms 
and conditions to use it. [Our 
protocol] requires permission to 
use your data. 

Why buy TikTok? 
Building the technology for an 
alternative Internet turned out 
to be not as difficult as getting 
people to migrate to it. Nearly a 
million people now use Project 
Liberty's technology [on social 
media platform MeWe], where 

they control their identity. But a 
million isn't enough to compete 
with the current Internet. We 
saw TikTok as an opportunity 
to move 170 million users to 
this alternative. We don't want 
to see TikTok shut down, and 
we don't want the algorithm. 
We want it to continue with 
different architecture. 

What's at stake if

We've unleashed a monster 
that is preying on young 
children, and this 
monster is in your 
home.
